Vote on whether local polls open again coming

C'arstairs residents will know in a few 
days whether they go hack to the polls in 
another federal election for the second 
time in six months. 

The fate of the minority government 
hangs on next week’s expected vote of 
confidence based on today's release of the 
federal budget and yesterday’s speech 
from the throne that lead Parliament back 
into session after a two month hiatus. 

A defeat in either of these two votes 
could lead constituents of Wild Rose and 
their counterparts across the country, back 
into an election. Governor General 
Michaelle Jean could also ask Liberal 
leader Michael Ignatieff to form a new gov¬ 
ernment if the government is defeated on 
either of these votes. 

In the week leading up to the resumption 


of the Parliament sitting, Wild Rose 
Conservative MP Blake Richards said he 
hopes the upcoming session will focus on 
the economy and not be hobbled by the 
infighting that characterized the last ses¬ 
sion. 

The government has signalled its inten¬ 
tions to take Canada back into budgeted 
deficits for the first time in over 10 years 
with a budget that focuses on stimulating 
the economy during the current economic 
downturn. 

Richards said he hopes the opposition 
parties will put aside plans to topple the 
government. 

“People don’t want an election right 
now," said Richards. “I’m hearing from 
most people that they would rather see 
that (an election) than allow the coalition 
that nobody had an opportunity to vote on. 
But I don’t think people want to see an 
election either. 

“As a government we really can’t worry 


too much about what they are going to do. 
We have to worry about making sure we 
are doing what we think is right for the 
country and hope that the opposition will 
get on board. Obviously we have to look at 
what's right for the country." 

The NI)P and Bloc say they will not sup¬ 
port the budget. Ignatieff has said he will 
take some time after the budget is released 
to make his decision and whether a coali¬ 
tion government (Liberal, NDP, Bloc) will 
try to lead the country. 

Richards says he doesn't believe a coali¬ 
tion is the right way to go. 

“To allow the separatist party (Bloc 
Quebecois) to be part of the government is, 
to me, quite simply wrong. Right now we 
are in a time when we need a government 
to help us get through this time and that 
means everybody needs to work together. 
Hopefully they will work together with us.” 

The opposition coalition was formed late 
last year by the Liberals, NDP and Bloc 


Quebecois with the intention of replacing 
the Harper government. Parliament was 
prorogued before a confidence vote could 
be held. 

Richards said budget deliberations went 
well and he has personally been pushing 
for tax cuts to be included. 

“One of the things I have been pushing is 
that, yes, we need to stimulate the econo¬ 
my, but one of my points is we really do 
need to look at tax cuts as well," he said. 

“If you give people more money to spend, 
it gives them more opportunity to support 
small businesses and if we can do that it 
will get money flowing through the econo- 
my. 

“One of the things I am strongly encour¬ 
aging when we are looking at spending on 
infrastructure is, in my riding, seniors 
housing. I think there is going to be a far 
bigger need for that in the next 10 to 15 
years. If we are going to spend i[i f rasU'uc 
lure money, we should be looking at thai.”

The Didsbury Preschool 
is al a risk of being closed 
down this fall if they are 
unable to come up with 
enough money to rebuild 
the preschool. 

“We attempted to get a 
mortgage...we’re not eli¬ 
gible because we are non¬ 
profit,” said Stacey 
Lodermeier, Preschool 
Society Board 
secretary and 
education 
assistant. 

In October 
of 2007, an 
inspector vis¬ 
ited the pre¬ 
school from 
the Calgary 
Health Region 
who recom¬ 
mended to 
them that 
they ensure 
they looked into some 
changes for the building 
before their next visit. 
“He said it in so many 
words because he could¬ 
n’t come right out and say 
it," teacher, Cherrie 
Crawford says about 
being closed down if the 
codes were not met. 

Both Lodermeier and 
teacher Cherrie Crawford 
say they are very well 
aware that the building is 
not up to par pointing out 
a wall separating from the 
rest of the structure and 
saying that there are large 
cracks in the foundation 
and that the roof is slowly 


curving inwards. 

“We will demolish (the 
building) on June 1 and 
hopefully have the new 
school’s doors open on 
September 15,” 

Lodermeier says. The 
preschool has been at the 
same location on 18th Ave 
for 30 years. Since the 
preschool society owns 
the land the only other 
option other than pur¬ 
chasing a new building 
will be to tear 
down the 
existing 
structure and 
rebuild.

She points 
out that there 
is “a wonderful preschool 
up by Westhill" and 
between the two 
preschools a total of 
close to 100 families have 
a place for their children 
to go.

In order to rebuild the 
school, the non-profit 
group requires $100,000. 
The group began 
fundraising in the sum¬ 
mer and have raised 
$11,000 so far.

Richards consults with 
constituents 

To many people, the federal government 
ean sometimes seem like a distant, cold, 
impersonal entity. 

However, Wild Rost' MI’ Blake Richards 
is hoping to change that perception by 
paying a monthly visit to some of the rural 
communities in his constituency, including 
t'arstairs and Didsbury. 

“With the riding as large ;md diverse as it 
is,some areas of the constituency felt like 
they just weren’t getting the same opportu¬ 
nities (to express their concerns) as some 
of the communities that are more central,” 
explains Richards. 

"This gives people the...opportunity to 
come in for office hours in t heir communi¬ 
ty, which I think is really important. That’s 
the whole idea behind it.” 

Although anyone can always phone, 
email, or write a letter to their \1P, face-to- 
face interaction is sometimes the pre¬ 
ferred mode of communicat ion. 

“A couple of people had personal things 
they were dealing with, with...different 
departments of the government,” says 
Richards. 

“That’s obviously one of the main jobs 
we do as a Member of Parliament as well 
is try to assist people that are having prob¬ 
lems with the federal bureaucracy.” 

According to Richards, the main con¬ 
cern expressed by his constituents is over 
the federal government’s priorities for the 
2009 budget, which will he presented on 
•Ian. 27. 

“People all over the constituency have 
been making suggestions for that budget 
and what they’d like to see,” says 
Richards, adding that he took those sub¬ 
missions into account when preparing his 
list of budget recommendations for 
Finance Minister Jim Flaherty.

Seniors wanted for 
survey 

A new survey of medication use by cen¬ 
tral Alberta seniors will hopefully lead to a 
better understanding of how to avoid 
adverse drug reactions that cause such 
things as memory loss, says lead 
researcher Dr. Scott Oddie. 

“More than anything we are looking at 
better ways of identifying adverse drug 
interactions that might lead to problems 
with memory and attention,” said Dr. 
Oddie, with Red Deer College. 

“If we have better ways of identifying 


them (reactions), then we can work with 
both pharmacists and physicians to give 
people the means to prevent those types of 
reactions. 

"We are looking at the types of meds, 
both over the counter and prescribed med¬ 
ications, that people are taking. And then 
through a series of questions and assess¬ 
ments, we look at memory and attention." 

Starting this month, staff and students at 
Red Deer College are asking area residents 
to participate in the survey. 

Participants will be asked questions 
such as ‘Do you take any over-the-counter 
medications? What medications are you 
currently taking? How old are you? 

The first phase of the survey began in 
2006 and now researches are looking for 
additional participants to bring in new 
data. 

“Right now we have 50 people in the 
study and we are looking to basically dou¬ 
ble that number,” he said. “To really get 
some reliable results we need to get more 
people. The more rural areas we can incor¬ 
porate the more diverse our data. 

“With your help the research team hopes 
to improve the health and wellness of 
older adults in the years to come.”

Carstairs continues to 
expand 

Carstairs is about to get a little bigger 
with the introduction of the Carlington 
subdivision on the town’s east side. 

The proposed 47-hectare site is located 
directly south of the Stonebridge Glen sub¬ 
division, east of Ilwy. 2A and north of 
Hugh Sutherland School. 

The new subdivision is expected to con¬ 
nect to the existing Stonebridge Glen sub¬ 
division, and contain two more entrances, 
one near the campground directly across 
from Centre Street and another attached 
to Ilwy. 581. 

The area will house a large dry pond in 
its centre, with an underground storm 
management system that will carry water 
from the west side of town to the dry 
pond. The subdivision will also include a 
series of pathways designed to link the 
town together. 

The subdivision will contain three com¬ 
mercial districts: two areas along Ilwy. 2A, 
and one beside the school. Commercial 
zoning will occupy 12 per cent of the sub¬ 
division's land. 

The majority of the area will be com¬ 
prised of single detached homes, followed 
by multi-family residential which will 
mostly border green space. Residential 
zoning will occupy 43 per cent of the area.

With the resumption of the 
*»' Parliamentary sitting this week, 

the Harper Conservatives have 
several pressing jobs they need to 
get on with in a big hurry - not the 
3||^. least bring stalling to address the 

deepening economic crisis. 

After the Governor General granted Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper’s request for a time out in 
Parliament, many Tory MPs, including Wild Rose MP 
Blake Richards and Red Deer MP Earl Dreeshen, said 
the government would spend the break preparing a 
plan to address the downturn. 

Statistics Canada says 71,000 jobs were lost across 
the country in November, followed by 34,000 more in 
December. Together, the total is the worst since 1982. 

Not surprisingly the opposition Liberals say the lat¬ 
est employment figures point to the need for immedi¬ 
ate action - including for the government to make 
good on its assurances that it will make the economy 
its top priority. 

The other opposition parties are saying the same 
thing, that the government needs to do more and do 
more now to address the economic downturn. 

While the prorogation of Parliament has given all 
parties a chance to cool their heels, the ball is now in 
Prime Minister Harper’s court. 

Hopefully the Tories have made good use of the 
Parliament time-out they asked for to prepare a 
budget that will, as MP Richards says, help 
Canadians “get through this difficult time.” 

Hopefully all MPs are aware that any renewal of the 
in-fight ing that brought Parliament to a grinding halt 
a month ago would be very, very unwelcome. 

So here’s the message for returned MPs: It’s high 
time to put politics aside and start working on what 
matters to Albertans and other Canadians - jobs and 
economic security.

Avoiding a Chicken Little budget 


Canada has grown only slightly from 
a 33 year low of 5.8 percent to 6.6 
percent, and is predicted to top out 
around 8 percent in 2009. While 
clearly this is moving in the wrong 
direction, it is nothing like ‘the Great 
Depression.’ 

And while equities have fallen, 
they have not been wiped-out. From 
January 2007 to December 2008 
Canada’s equity markets have out¬ 
performed the United States S&P 
500. 

Canada’s banking system is also 
stronger than others and still offers 
important access to capital for busi¬ 
ness and individuals. According to 
the Bank of Canada, less than half of 
businesses are reporting tighter 
access to credit. This number is up 
year-over-year but is roughly the 
same as it was in 2001-02, after the 
financial hiccup subsequent to 9/11. 
Canada’s banks’ strengths are due, 
in part, to bank leverage ratios being 
more cautious in Canada than the 
United States or the United 
Kingdom. 

To be sure, Canada’s Gross 
Domestic Product will not come 
close to the growth rate private sec¬ 
tor forecasters had originally pre¬ 
dicted. The economy will experi¬ 
ence a technical recession - two 
consecutive quarters of negative 
growth - in the last three months of 
2008 and the first three months of 
2009. However, this recession is 
expected to be brief and flirting with 
zero growth. Zero growth is not 
ideal, but it isn’t the recession of the 
1980s either. Nor will it be like the 


43 percent reduction in gross nation¬ 
al product seen from 1929 to 1933. 
In fact, dueling forecasts even indi¬ 
cate a late-year recovery may gener¬ 
ate positive GDP growth, albeit 
small, for 2009. 

It is unclear whether or not they 
believed what they said, but during 
the past federal election every single 
party leader was adamant they 
would balance the next federal 
budget. The Prime Minister argued 
that Canada’s economic fundamen¬ 
tals were strong. His government’s 
economic update, only two months 
ago, stated that the government 
would make tough, pragmatic choic¬ 
es to protect the future by maintain¬ 
ing strong financial management. 
Little has changed since then, other 
than the political frenzy having 
intensified. The numbers confirm 
this. Credit access, unemployment, 
and Gross Domestic Product (GDP) 
are all off, but none substantially. 

Canada is better-off than many 
other countries and not nearly as 
vulnerable as too many are suggest¬ 
ing. The government should not 
over-react to this economic blip like 
Chicken Little over-reacted to the 
acorn falling on his head. Throwing 
taxpayer dollars around and even 
running up deficits in an attempt to 
“stimulate” the economy will do 
more damage than doing nothing at 
all. It would be better for Mr. Harper 
to save taxpayers from the spending 
wolves. He should balance the 
budget, and stay on a steady course, 
because the sky really isn’t falling 
after all. 


Any Canadian who has been lis¬ 
tening to politicians and spin doc¬ 
tors lately would likely believe 
Canada’s entire economy was teeter¬ 
ing on edge. In truth, calm should be 
the order of the day, not panic. The 
sky is not falling. In fact, it is not 
even close to falling. 

Granted, an economic acorn or 
two have fallen in Canada. These 
acorns have driven some to scurry 
around like Chicken Little stirring 
up a frenzy of calls for massive gov¬ 
ernment intervention. Yet, we must 
remember a moral of Chicken Little: 
when one blindly buys into hysteria, 
the consequences can be dire. 

Just how hysterical has the rheto¬ 
ric become? A sober look at some of 
Canada’s economic fundamentals 
reveals panic and over-reaction. 

The most hysterical have been 
comparing our current economic 
down-turn to ‘the Great Depression’ 
when in the early 1930s unemploy¬ 
ment in Canada peaked at 27 per 
cent and the market crash wiped-out 
almost 100 percent of savings. 

Others have compared today to 
the oil crisis and recession of the 
1980s when unemployment rose 
from seven to 13 per cent. Some 
have even compared it to when the 
tech bubble burst in the 1990s, again 
boosting unemployment from seven 
to 12 per cent. 

The current reality is much differ¬ 
ent. 

From February 2008 through 
December 2008, unemployment in

Official Languages Act 
a big waste of money 


These are difficult financial times for citizens of many 
countries in the world. Deficit financing by governments 
and financial bailouts by some governments appears to 
be the popular solution to get the economy up and mov¬ 
ing again.

The immediate end to this 
failed policy will reduce both government and consumer 
costs, w ith no negative affects to the unity of the country 
because Quebec has one official language of French. The 
percentage of bilingual Canadians outside of Quebec has 
remained virtually unchanged at less than five per cent 
in the past 40 years.

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Talk about a person of 
note. 

Music has been an impor¬ 
tant part of Didsbury resi¬ 
dent Lynn Harbaugh’s life 
for nearly as long as she 
can remember. 

“1 started singing when I 
was just an infant, really," 
says Lynn, whose father 
was a school choir direc¬ 
tor. “It’s just sort of been 
part of my life; it’s been my 
soul." 

She has also never been 
shy about performing. 

Lynn recalls that in 
Grade 2, she would stand 
on top of her desk and sing 
for about thirty seconds 
before the final bell of the 
day rang. 

“I’d stand on the table, 
and the clock would be 
behind me, so it would 
look as if everyone was 
looking at me, but they’re 
actually looking at the 
clock waiting for the bell to 
ring,” she laughingly 
remembers. 

Her first music lessons 
came several years later, 
w hen she began playing the 
upright bass with her sis¬ 
ter, who played ukulele. 
Together, they would sing 
and play for various school 
and community functions 
in their hometown of 
Spokane, Wash, and even 
did some political cam¬ 
paigning. 

“When 1 w'as 15, we 
toured for a guy that was 
running for governor,” 
Lynn explains. “It was great 
fun." 

This gave the duo the 
opportunity to sing and 
play music on street cor¬ 
ners throughout the state. 
Unfortunately, the political 
candidate was ultimately 
defeated. 

“He lost; we were devas¬ 
tated," recalls Lynn with a 
chuckle. 

She later moved to 
Calgary and, together with 
then-husband Brad Luft, 
was instrumental in ignit¬ 
ing the folk music boom in 
that city in the 1960s. 

Lynn’s specialty is three- 
part harmony. That is, she 
is able to sing the soprano, 
alto and tenor parts of a 
song, which she records 
and then layers together. 

“One of the things I’ve 
been able to do since I was 
pretty small was sing har-

mony to just about any¬ 
thing,” she says. “I was just 
in so many choirs through¬ 
out my life that...you kind 
of come to have an under¬ 
standing of harmony with¬ 
out even knowing it, 
because you’ve heard it.” 

Since she sings it all by 
ear, transcribing that music 
onto paper can be a labori¬ 
ous process. 

“1 have to write [arrange¬ 
ments] out, which is really 
painful,” says Lynn. “I just 
sing what I do and then fig¬ 
ure out what it is that I’ve 
done and then put it on 
paper... The harmony thing 
is my obsession." 

She also earned a mas¬ 
ter’s degree in education 
and - similar to her father - 
spent many years with the 
Calgary school board 
organizing and teaching 
music courses for adults 
with the Calgary school 
board. 

Lynn’s daughter, Cara 
Luft, shares her love of 
music and was a founding 
member of folk group the 
Wailin’ Jennys, which cap¬ 


tured the Juno Award for 
Best Roots Album in 2005. 

This mutual passion 
shouldn’t be surprising, 
says Lynn. 

“If we played golf, 
chances are she’d be play¬ 
ing golf.” 


Currently, Lvnn is work¬ 
ing on a five-song CD, 
which she plans to distrib¬ 
ute for free once it is com¬ 
pleted. 

Everyone has some type 
of creative ability and 
should have the opportuni¬ 
ty to express it, she says. 

“I think most folks think 
they can’t do music or are 
not creative and think 
that’s just such an unfortu¬ 
nate thing, because it isn’t 
true." 

To that end, she is invit¬ 
ing all area poets, singers 
or instrumentalists to share 
their talents in an upcom¬ 
ing Creativity Concert at 
the Didsbury 5-0 Club on 
Feb. 8 at 2 p.m. 

One song that Lynn will 
be presenting is called 
“Bacteria,” which she says 
was inspired by a bottle of 
‘probiotic’ pills that she 
once purchased. 

“It said three billion of 
something or other. I just 
burst into laughter and 1 
thought, What have I 
done?’ And then there was 
a song," she explains.

Rosebud Run continues its allure

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The shivers and chills felt by most at 
the fourth annual Rosebud Run Sleddog 
Classic near Didsbury this past weekend 
weren’t just from anticipation and excite¬ 
ment. 

Temperatures at the race site dipped as 
low as -28 with the wind chill, making 
2009 the coldest of the races to date. 

This created some unique challenges 
for organizers, said race committee chair 
Bill Windsor. 

“When it’s cold like this, we have volun¬ 
teers that are out on the trail and out on 
the course that have to get wanned up 
somehow,” he said. 

“It’s been a learning experience. We 
have identified some things we have to do 
better.” 

Nevertheless, the trail was in excellent 
shape, with many of the 4.'1 teams posting 
fast times, noted Rick Wannamaker, who 
helped to conceive the Didsbury race. 
Teams hailed from 14 different towns and 
cities in Alberta, Saskatchewan, and 
British Columbia. 

While he typically competes in long-dis¬ 
tance sled dog races, Wannamaker is cur¬ 
rently in the process of building a new 
dog team and so stayed home this year. 

Although Wannamaker didn't compete 
in any events, his wife Dona and daughter 
Rachel both fielded teams for the 
Rosebud Run, with Rachel winning the 
six-dog purebred event. 

However, finishing first isn’t all-impor¬ 
tant, according to Calgary musher Paul 
Rintoul. 

“I’m just getting out and having fun with 
my dogs," he said. 

The exhilarating speed of sled racing 
also contributes to its allure. 

“It’s addictive," said local musher Jessie 


Byiers about the experience of flying 
along behind a sled with the wind blow¬ 
ing in your face. 

Dad Ray Byiers added that, rather than 
being just a w inter racing machine, a sled 
dog provides year-round companionship. 

“It’s not an ATV," he noted with a smile. 

Jessie and his team of Siberian huskies 
took fourth place in the four-dog pure¬ 
bred open category. 

Although this was the first time watch¬ 
ing a sled dog event for Norm Haynes of 
Didsbury, he is certainly no stranger to 
racing. Prior to his retirement last year. 
Haynes had been the head judge of the 
chuekwagon races at the Calgary 
Stampede for over four decades. 

“Any kind of racing is interesting,” he 
said. “Animals, if they've got a chance, 
they’re trying all the time.” 

Another spectator taking in the 
Rosebud Run for the first time was Katie 
Housek of Olds, who has been aboard a 
dog sled before. 

“It’s a pretty amazing feeling,” she 
recalled. “It's a bit of a rush when you’re 
going across good terrain with dogs that 
want to go fast." 

At the close of the races on Sunday, the 
usual $5,500 in prize money was handed 
out, but for most of the ntushers, the 
event is more about community than 
cash. 

“Anybody that comes to a race of this 
nature is definitely not doing it for the 
money,” Windsor explained. “The money 
is a nice bonus at the end of day, but 
they’re going out for the 
camaraderie...|and] the opportunity to 
get out on a trail and run. 

“It’s a complete community, the mush¬ 
ing community, and that’s what they're 
being a part of."

In every community, across every 
socioeconomic status, women are emotionally and 
physically abused by their husbands, partners and 
boyfriends. This is as true in rural areas as it is in 
cities. The impact on families is devastating. As socie¬ 
ty becomes less tolerant of abuse, we can create a cli¬ 
mate of support and safety to help end the shame, fear, 
uncertainty and isolation felt by the majority of abused 
women. 

Inspiring Change, a program of PSSAW, and with the 
support of Olds Neighborhood Place, Didsbury 
Neighborhood Place, and Carstairs FCSS is now serv¬ 
ing the women of Mountain View County. Support 
services are offered to women who are at risk of or 
have been abused by their partners or spouses. Group 
work will be available as well as one-on-one mentors. 
Special events, workshops and seminars related to 
women’s life circumstances are also in the works. 

Volunteer opportunities are available as group facili¬ 
tators or mentors to work with and help the women 
and children in our community live violence free lives. 
Stay tuned for more information coming regarding vol¬ 
unteer information sessions to be held in Olds, 
Didsbury and Carstairs.
